$14 million blaze 


Dick incinerates . 
-Earth Sciences

Edmonton police charged 
Advanced Education Minister 
Dick Johnston with arson early this 
morning in connection with last 
night’s Earth Sciences Building fire 
that caused an estimated $14 
million damage. 

Johnston, freed on $10,000 
bail, denies he was even in Ed- 
monton at the time of the blaze, 
which firemen say was likely 
started around 7:00 pm. Tuesday 
night. 

“1 was relaxing in my hot tub 
in Okotoks with some business 
associates last night,’ claimed 
Johnston, who recently  an- 
nounced that the government 
would be funding a renovation 
project for the Earth Sciences 
Building. 

NDP leader Grant Notley said 
in a telephone — interview that 
Johnston should resign from the 
cabinet: “I saw Dick at the 
Legislature in the afternoon carry- 
ing one of those plastic gas 
_ containers. He said his secretary 

used it to water plants.” 
' The Getaway tried to reach 
*& Johnston’s Executive Secretary but 
found that the Minister still had 
not hired one. 

Government spokesperson 
Sharon Tymkow said Johnston was 
acting strange on Tuesday, asking 
her for a light. 

Johnston is a non-smoker. 

According to a study by 
Fairbairn, Brinsmead and Ziola 
Architects, there were. serious 
“architectural, mechanical, and 
electrical flaws” in the now- 
charred building. 

“| guess you can throw that 
report out the window,” said 

Johnston, who smelled more like 
G gasoline and smoke than an 
Okotoks’ sauna. 

“You realize, of course, that 
this is all off the record. | don’t 
want a trial by media. I’ve got my 
rights to privacy and no one can 
prove | was even near the Univer- 
sity,” said Johnston. 

However, Notley and NDP 
Ray Martin say that Johnston was 
seen wandering around the Earth 
Sciences Building by some Cam- 
pus NDP. members. who were 
holding a meeting there. 

The members could not be 
reached at press time but Johnston 
maintains his innocence. 

“The fact the building was a 
fire trap and that we (the govern- 
ment) had committed millions of 
dollars to upgrade it to Alberta 
Building Code standards, well, 
that’s purely coincidental. It’s a 
sophistry debate,” he said. 

Ron Phillips, VP facilities and 
service at the U of A, said it’s quite 

- possible that fire was accidental or 
simply due to inadequate 
safeguards: “There are exposed 
wires and there are chemicals that 
are left unattended. | suppose 
Johnston might have a case but 
my suspicion is that he’s guilty.”

Peter Lougheed’s press 
secretary said Johnston will not be 
asked to resign in light of the 
minor nature of the charge: “I 
mean, get serious. This is nothing 
compared to what past cabinet 
ministers in Alberta have done.” 

Campus security, when con- 
tacted by the Getaway about last 
night’s fire, replied, ‘So that’s 
where all the smoke came from....] 
thought it was Myer Horowitz 
smoking his cigar.” 

Johnston is scheduled to 
appear in court on January 26.

OTTAWA (CUP) — Progressive 
Conservative Leader Brian Mul- 
roney was rushed to hospital 
yesterday after getting his jaw 
stuck in the doorway to his office 
in the Parliament buildings. 

The incident occurred at 3:30 
pm. while Mr. Mulroney was on 
his way to meet with reporters. 


Paramedics were unable to 
remove Mulroney’s jaw from the 
doorway and were forced to cut 
the doorjam out of the wall and 
transport the entire door frame 
along with Mulroney to the 
hospital. 


“I’ve never seen anyone with 
such a fat head - | mean wide jaw,” 
said one paramedic. 

Upon. arrival at Louis St. 
Laurent Memorial Hospital, Mul- 
roney underwent successful sur-

gery and was recuperating in his 
room by supper time. 


Mr. Mulroney is expected to 
be back at his desk by next Tues- 
day. 

“We're just keeping him for 
observation,” said chief surgeon 
Robert Stanfield. 

Upon hearing the news, Mila 
Mulroney rushed back from New 
York where she was partying with 
the Rolling Stones at Studio 54. 

“1 told him not to smile or 
open his mouth in narrow 
spaces,” said Mrs. Mulroney. 

The opposition leader was in 
surprisingly good spirits when he 
met with reporters in his hospital 
room this morning. 


“This reminds me of an event 
from my childhood in Bay Como. 
My father and I were out hunting 
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one fall day when a flock of ducks 
flew overhead....we didn’t hit a 
single one,” chuckled Mr. Mul- 
roney. 


Renovations have already 
begun to widen the entrance to 
Mr. Mulroney’s office. 

It is estimated that the work 
will cost between $40,000 and 
$50,000 dollars. 


“We might as well do it right 
the first time,” said a spokesman. 

Prime Minister Trudeau was 
unavailable for comment.

“TEGWAR is going to save 
intercollegiate sports in this coun- 
try,’ a department spokesman 
predicted confidently. “It’s the 
most popular game in the world 
and it’s bound to catch on here.” 

Action is what TEGWAR, The 
Exciting Game Without Any Rules, 
is all about. It is played as follows: 
the o (or more) competing 
universities assemble all their 
athletes, men, women, animals, 
and vehicles on a mutually agreed 
upon field, arena, parking lot or 
section of the city.

Involvement in a new cam- 
pus sport has led to the arrest of 
at least 25 HUB residents. 

Since the first arrest of a gun 
wielding HUB tenant on Tuesday, 
December 7, city police have been 
called in to investigate allegations 
of the misuse of firearms on at 
least 16 occasions. 

The cause of this flurry of 
firearm activity appears to be a 
new fad which is currently sweep- 
ing the campus residence. The 
fad: indoor trap shooting - a skill 
testing and highly dangerous sport 
in which 2nd and 3rd_ floor 
residents arm themselves with 
shotguns and rifles, stand at. their 
shutters, and shoot at airborne, 
hard clay projectiles which hurtle 
down the length of the mall at 
speeds in excess of 100 kmh. 

It has not .yet been deter- 
mined exactly where these projec- 
tiles are being launched from, but 
Housing and Food _ Services 
speculates that it is somewhere 
north of SU records. 

So far, at least 14 people have 
been killed or seriously maimend 
by stray shots. Most of the victims 
are themselves residents of the 
HUB Mall whos apartments lie in 
the line of sight of the eager young 
participants. 

Leslie Blair, an innocent 
passerby and employee of HUB 
Administration, was shot between 
the eyes six times by a .303 calibre 
rifle. ., 

When interviewed by a 
Getaway reporter while undergo- 
ing surgery at the U of A hospital, 
she commented pithily, “why 
can’t people stick to pinball or 
something safe like that?” 

Marshall Law, spokesmen for 
the city police, stated that the 


incidents are not of a serious- 


nature, and for the most part they 
are viewed as being nothing more 
than a bunch of highly strugn 
university students blowing off a 
little steam before exams. 

So far the police have con- 
fiscated 4 shot guns, 6 rifles of 
various calibres, two AK-47s, a 
grenade launcher, and a toy pop 
gun.
